The present success of commun- 
jm in China threatens the future 
of the Asiatic areas. Siam, French 
Indo-China, Burma are marked for 
pressure. Yet the democracies 
have more than a toe-hold in the 
Far East. United States’ support 
of Indonesian claims for indepen- 
dence, and Britain’s withdrawal 
from India after the war are ad- 
vantages in our favor. 

As long as India remained under 
British control it was a potential 
gore-spot. In fact, Gandhi went so 
far as to say that Japanese control 
of India could be no worse than 
British, Such a remark may have 
been for home consumption, but 
it did carry a threat of opposition 
to Britain. At first glance it would 
seem that India is still a trouble 
spot, with the rival armies of 
India and Parkistan facing each 
other on the contested territory of 
Kashmir. Agreed that the situa- 
tion is not good, nevertheless In- 
dia may yet prove to be an ob- 
stacle to Russian influence in the 
Far Bast. India represents to the 
Asiatics a country which has freed 
itself from white domination. In- 
dia championed the cause of In- 
donesia; today it champions the 
cause of all Asiatic groups who 
wish to become independent.

Aid 


The old adage, ‘Handsome is 
as handsome does,” applies as 
much to your lawn as to your 
lawn-mower. A lawn which does- 
n’t muffle noise, trap dust, kill 
glare and generally keep you 
more comfortable is no more use- 
ful than a beautiful mower which 
doesn’t cut giass. 

“Good lawns keep you cooler,”’ 
Says an article in the March issue 
of House Beautiful magazine. “A 
00d lawn works for you by help- 
ing to improve your summer cli- 
mate.” 

The article points out that grass 
never heats up, re-radiating heat 
in the way that pavings, walls 
and other things do when exposed 
to the sun. Lawns soak up sun- 
light instead of bouncing it back 
as glare. The editors suggest you 
plan gardens so that all living and 
working areas overlook green 
grass. 

By evaporating moisture rapid- 
ly, grass produces a real and no- 
ticeable temperature drop. And a 
g00d thick lawn acts as a sponge 
which deadens noises and filters 
dust. 

Here are some suggestions from 
the editors to make your lawn 
serve you better: Mow grass when 
it gets 1 inch above height of cut 
(1‘% inches for bluegrass or fes- 
cue). Use a flexible-toothed rake 
and a sweeping motion that fans 
leaves off grass. A stiff rake may 
rip out many plants by roots. 
Leave a mechanical sprinkler in 
place until soil is wet at least 3 
inches deep. There’s no truth to 
idea that sun “burns” wet grass.

EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


THE PRUNING KNIFE 


It was a rather determined group of voters who attended the 
town meeting last week and used the pruning knife on the town 
warrant. 

All together the money sought for departmental expenses 
and special articles ran into the record high figure of $1,282,- 
000 giving rise to the assumption that there would be a 
substantial increase in the tax rate. 

Departmental appropriations met with no opposition but the 
temper of the meeting was soon sensed when it came to voting 
on the special articles. 

Led by the Andover Taxpayers’ association, who had their 
guns trained on the new six million gallon reservoir and the 
purchase of land for its construction, the meeting turned down 
the articles calling for certain improvements at Lowell street 
and Argilla road despite the ernest appeal of Sidney P. White, 
chairman of the board of public works, for approval of this 
work. 

This skirmish was just a ‘“‘warm-up’’ to the debate over the 
articles calling for the new reservoir and the land on Bancroft 
road for its construction. When the amendment of the tax- 
payers’ association was offered for certain improvements in 
the water system minus the reservoir it was passed with a 
determined chorus of ‘‘ayes.”’ 

No doubt many of those voting were mindful of the appro- 
priation which is expected to be made later this year for new 
elementary schools. They did pass favorably on a budget which 
is nearly $59,000 more ‘than the record appropriations of last 
year but they had pared the $1,282,000 down to $1,142,429, 
a very substantial cut. 

Then came the pleasing announcement from Roy E. Hardy, 
chairman of the board of assessors, that he ‘looked for no 
change in the tax rate. Extra income to the town this year 
through taxes on new homes, added receipts and greater returns 
from the state, he explained, would take care of the increase. 

This encouraging announcement is all the more creditable 
to the town officials and their management of affairs in view 
of the bite being put on taxpayers everywhere at federal, state 
and local levels. 

In view of conditions today, a tax rate of $36 is another of 
the many reasons why Andover is such an attractive place in 
which to live and to conduct business. 

* * * 
MR. FARLEY’S FIGURING 

We are indebted to James A. Farley, says DeWitt Emery, 
president of the National Small Business Men’s association, 
for taking President Truman’s formula and doing a little 
figuring on his own. 

Recently Mr. Truman stated that by the year 2000, based on 
a projection of the growth of the past 50 years, this country 
would have a national income of a trillion dollars — that’s one 
thousand times a billion — and every worker would be making 
at least $12,000 per year. 

Mr. Farley felt that Mr. Truman should have applied his 
projection to at least two other items, the cost of government 
and the number of people working for the federal government. 
He contends, | think rightly so, that based on the record of the 
past 50 years, federal spending and employment are both likely 
to increase at a much faster rate than national income. How- 
ever, disregarding the possibility of a faster rate of increase, 

Mr. Farley found that, ‘’If we take the cost of government for 
1900 and compare it with the cost of government for 1950 and 
then figure the same rate of increase for the next 50 years, 
our government (in the year 2000) would cost six trillion 
dollars, or six times as much as the whole national income. 

“On the same basis we would have working for the federal 
government (in the year 2000) 20 million men and women. 
The lesson of these simple figures,’’ Mr. Farley added, ‘‘is that 
unless we find some way to reduce the cost of government it 
will soon grow so great as to consume not only everything we 
all earn but everything we have all saved, everything that we 
call property which is owned by all of us.”

India—Pakistan Nationalism 

But can the two nations of In- 
dia and Pakistan resolve their dif- 
ferences and not provide a fertile 
spot for Russian influence Is war 
between the two inevitable? And 
why should these two, successful 
in achieving independence from 
Britain, be ready to fly at each 
other's throats? 

Independence from Britain 
served to emphasize the . basic 
differences that constitute the old 
India. What appeared as strong 
Indian nationalism while Britain 
ruled, quickly split into two dis- 
tinct groupings once it was free. 
The Congress party of Hindu sup- 
porters and the All-India Muslim 
League agreed that at the moment 
of independence each of th two 
racial groups should be a separate 
state. The bond of common enmity 
to Britain snapped, and each group 
became fanatically jealous of its 
independence. 


Artificial Divisions Intensify 
Trouble 

The division between the two is 
much more than a mere geogra- 
phic boundary. India with its Hin- 
du majority has some 330 million 
people, substantial natural re- 
sources, and a small but good 
industrial plant. But it suffers 
from a severe food deficit and a 


rapidly increasing population. 
Pakistan with «a smaller popula- 
tion of 69 millions, is normally 


self-sufficient in food, but is geo- 
graphically divided into two wide- 
ly separated areas in the north- 
west and the northeast, and lacks 
commercial and professional class- 
es. 


Near-War In The Punjab 

Initial trouble between India 
and Pakistan began with the par- 
titioning of the Punjab province 
in the northwest. In the Pakistn 


5,000,000 Hindus and Sikhs, and 
in the India section the Hindus 
drove out as many Muslims. Be- 
fore either new government had 
even organized administrative 
machinery, the Punjab was aflame 
with the chaos and bloodshed in- 
evitable as 10,000,000 people 
moved across its borders. For 
more than a year each government 
was struggling for sheer survival. 
Incidentally, the assassin who 
murdered Gandhi claimed as his 


reason Gandhi’s deliberate ap- 
peasement of the Muslims. This 
act of political murder actually 


strengthened India’s hand. For the 
government was able to halt the 
danger of communalism, the with- 
drawal of social-religious groups 
from central control. 

The present antagonism  be- 
tween India and Pakistan centers 
on Kashmir, a state lying across 
the upper frontiers of both coun- 
tries. Both nations committed 
themselves to maximum effort to 
control Kashmir, a symbol of pres- 
tige to each. The United Nations 
has attempted to resolve these 
differences through a U.N. plebis- 
cite commission headed by Ad- 
miral Nimitz. So far, no settlement 
has been reached, although tenta- 
tive agreements are operating. 
Meanwhile national expenditures 
tor military forces are ridiculously 
out of proportion in each country. 
It is hoped that points of opposi- 
tion can be cleared up as time 
passes, else a localized conflict 
could spread into full Pakistan- 
India warfare, with incalculable 
results . 


Economics May Force 
Reconciliation 

In the meantime both nations 
are attempting to solve their sep- 
arate political and economic prob- 
lems. Each is endeavoring to con- 
solidate its government, permit- 
ting what may be likened to 
‘state-rights.’ But the real problem 
is economic. In both countries the 
cost of living has risen and pro- 
duction has lessened, Geographic 
boundaries have separated com- 
mercial centers from former mar- 
kets, jute and cotton areas from 


mill districts. Pakistan has no 
commercial iron or coal and no 
industry. India has _ insufficient 


food because the major wheat belt 
of the northwest went to Pakis- 
tan. To make matters worse, each 
nation extended its political hostil- 
ity by erecting trade controls. 


Importance in Asia 

Despite differences of 
two countries where eight out of 
nine are illiterate, India 
and Pakistan have already 
sumed an importance outside their 
borders. ieiry sympathies lie with 
the west against communism. Both 
have participated in U.N, agencies, 
in disputes between them-
